Worked fcr Two, Years. 


The expedition worked for two years 
on a large scale, beginning at the vil- 


lage of Siloam, which lies at the south- 
east end of Jerusalem on the southern 
slope of the Mount of Olives, overlook- 
ing the valley of Kedron and the pool 
of’ Siloam. 

. The explorers are credited with having 
excavated a passage from the pool of 
Siloam toward the place where once 
stood Solomon's temple, built in 1012

VITERBO, Italy, May 3.—Nicola Mor- 


ra, denounced by Gennaro Abbatemaggio 
as one of the actual assassins of Gen- 
naro Cuoccolo and the latter’s wife, 
faced his accuser in court today and 
their exchanges provoked a scene so 
violent that President Bianchi was com- 
pelled to suspend the sitting. 

As was the case yesterday, the in- 
former and the defendant stood before 
the Judge’s bench and appeared to be 
prevented from springing at each oth- 
er’s throat only by the intervening car- 
bineers. Morra’s associates in the pris- 
oner’s pen alternately cheered him and 
cursed his ‘‘traducer.”’ 

Again Abbatemaggio described. the 
murders, indicating minutely the part 
taken by Morra. who frequently inter- 
rupted with denials. The accused first 
rejoined with ridicule, but anger soon 
possessed him and the rising tide of 
invective finally. silenced the voice of 
the state’s ‘star witness. 

Calls Informer Epileptic. 

“Your whole story is absurd,’’ shout- 
ed Morra. “The truth is that you area 
miserable epileptic, now in an abnormal 
condition. I can prove my own asser- 
tions of innocence by witnesses, ‘who 
will be called at an opportune moment. 
I do not mention them now because if 
their identity were known to the cara- 
bineer the latter would intimidate 
them.”’ 

Then followed e@ ‘verpai duel between 
the informer and the accused, in which 
they exhausted their knowledge of the 
Italian tongue in expressing their 
hatred and contempt of each other. 

As the combat raged the other pris- 
oners behaved like madmen. 

.Antonio Cerrato, another of the al- 
leged actual murderers, pried his head 
through the steel bars of the cage, at- 
ytempting to reach Abbatmaggio, who 
turned and spat in his face. 

The priest, Ciro Vitozzi, looking as 
though he was on the point of apoplexy, 
screamed at the informer: ‘Thief! 
Thief! Thief!’ 

The prisoners within the cage cursed, 
gesticulated and beat their manacled 
hands against the steel bars. Unable’ 
to proceed, the court declared a recess. 

Former Mayor George B. McClellan 
of New York, who was one of the lead- 
ing figures at the trial of the Camor- 
rists, will stay for further sessions of 
the hearing. 

He is greatly interested as the men on 
trial are the ones who have often been 
accused of murdering Lieut. Pétrostno 
of the New York detective force, when 
McClellan was Mayor. 

The confrontation of Abbatemaggio, 
the informer, by Corrada Sortino, whom 
he accused of being one of the actual 
assassins of Cuoccolo,, caused the great. 
est interest. 

The scenes of disorder were even more 
marked than usual, the prisoners in the. 
cage interrupting the witness incessant- 
ly and shouting curses on his head. 
But through it all, the sitting continued 
and Abbatemaggio told again the story 
of the Camorra and details of the crime. 

McClellan, who appeared to be an ob- 
ject of great interest to the prisoners, 
remarked upon the unusual methods of 
the court which he considered in many 
respects admirable. | 

When the disorder was at an énd, he 
turned in the direction of McClellan 
and said, ironically: “If we are ac. 
quitted here, we will go to America, 
where you will pepuse us of the murder 
of Petrosino.” 

In answer to questions by the attor- 
neys for the accused, Abbatemaggio 
denied he,had ever been a polico spy.

Railroads to Be Involved. 
Members: of the commissioh say that 
the setting at naught of the prohibitions 
of the anti-trust law by railroad and 
express cornpanies is more far-reaching 
than the public has suspected. The 
inquiry is thus bound to involve the 
principal railroads to the extent of over- 
hauling their stock books. In conjunc- 
tion with the stock books of the express 
companies, identity of interests would 
appear if it exists. Many of the peti- 
tions cite chapter and verse in support 
of the ideniity charge. 


The Adams Express Co., for instance, 
has nearly 25,000 shares in the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Co. It is the third largest owner, the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Co. being the 
first. The Adams Express Co. is the 
second largest owner in. the Pennsyl- 
vania. Next to the Adams on the New 
Haven list is the American Express Co., 
with 23,493 shar2zs and next is Lewis 
Cass Ledyard, vice-president of the 
American I.xpress, with 20,542 shares. 
All New England express business is al- 
lotted to the Adams and American com- 
panies, Their preponderating stock in- 
fluence in the New Haven’s control of 
the Boston & Maine systeth is cited as 
presumptive evidence that no railroad 
charges for express carriage can be 
advanced without the concurrence of the 
express companies, profits from wnat- 
ever source going to the same pool. 
The New York Central has an inter- 
est of 11,248 shares in the New Haven 
road. It also owns $38,000... of the $18,- 
0¢0,000 of American Express stock and 
the American Express Co. owns $1,000, -

These are only links in the chain of 
Interest that holds in common cause 
the Adams and American Express com- 
panies and the New Haven, New York 
Central and Pennsylvania railroads, 
The inquiry is expected to reveal that 
this relation is still closer.

Governor Appeals to Leaders 
for Help and Goes Before 
the Grand Jury. 


By Associated Press, 

COLUMBUS, O., May 3.—It is rumored 
today that confessions already made by 
members of the Ohio Legislature ’ will 
lead to immediate arrests of accused 
members. When the grand jury con- 
vened no official would substantiate 
them. 

Speaker Vining is authority for the 
statement that he will request the res- 
ignation from the House Calendar Com- 
mittee of Representative George Nye 
of Pike County. Prosecuting Attorney 
Turner reiterated his declaration that 
he would not accept any confessions of 
men who sought by confessions to es- 
cape prosecution. / 

Gov. Hudson Harmon, who has re- 
peatedly said that no bribe-taking mem- 
ber of the Legislature shou.u be spared, 
went before the grand jury yesterday 
and is supposed to have told what he 
knows of boodling by the lawmakers. 
He was in the grand jury room 10 min- 
utes. After the grand jury had ad- 
journed for the day Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Turner said some arrests probably 
would be made today. 

Among those who appeared before the 
grand jury was Judge A. C. Blair, who 
exposed wholesale selling of votes in 
Adams and Scioto counties. He is a 
temperance worker, and it is supposed 
he told of incidents in connection with 
proposed liquor legislation. Support is 
given to this belief by the fact that 
Wayne B. Wheeler and others interested 
in passing liquor bills are under sum- 
mons to appear. 

Jack Pots Popular. 

Stanley Harrison, First Assistant Ser- 
geant-at-Arms of the Senate; Arthur 
C. McKernan, State stenographer; 
Charles Kemple, Clerk of the House, 
and William Kirby of Toledo, lobbyist 
for the Toledo Street Railway Co., were 
at the courthouse under subpena. Evi- 
dence to be submitted to the grand jury 
will show that the legislative boodlers 
were organized intO gangs or groups 
and that jack pots were the popular 
thing with them. 

As far as can be learned now, the 
boodle gangs contained anywhere from 
three to eight members who co-operated 
with one another in soliciting and se- 


Jcuring. bribes from corporations and 


men who were ne to influence legis- 
lation. 
Evidence of Co-Operation. 

There is also evidence that when Sen- 
ate boodlers found rich pickings they 
told the House boodlers, and vice versa. 

The prosecutor has stenographic rec- 
ords of conversation held in Detective 
Harrison’s room in the Chittenden Hotel 
relative to the exchange of ‘‘business’”’ 
between House and Senate crooks. A 
Senator told Harrison how they worked 
with certain House members, and the 
dictograph transmitted all he said to 
Prosecutor Turner’s stenographer. 

“After all, we are all Buckeyes, and 
when there is something wrong in the 
old State party lines must be cast aside 
and the honor of the old State upheld.” 

This is the way Gov. Harmon prefaced 
an interview with Lawrence K. Lang- 
don, Republican floor leader of the 
House. Mr. Langdon had been called 
to the Governor’s office and Mr. Har- 
mon asked him Yor his assistance. 

Republicans Will Help, 

“T agree with you, Governor,” said 
Langdon. “The mask of respectability 
ought to be torn off every man who is 
selling his honor, influence and vote in 
thig general assembly. I can assure you 
that I will give you all the assistance 
in my power to see that the truth comes 
out.’’ 

Senator Stockwell and Representative 
Langdon will ask the 153 members of 
the legislature today to-vote for an 
adjournment until the grand jury, which 
is investigating charges that practically 


one-third of the legislators are bribe- : 


takers, has made its report. It was 
intended to ask for such action yester- 
day, but because important measures 
were on the calendar for final hearing, 
was decided to wait until today. 

In asking for a recess, Senator Stock- 
well said some members of the présent 
legislature were not fit to be there and 
ought not to have a voice In the making 
of laws which the people would be 
bound to obey. 

Dr. O. G. Nye, the representative from

Sarah, Duchess of Marlborough. 


HRED furies reigned in her 
breast—sordid avarice, dis- 
dainful pride and ungovern- 
able rage.”’ 

This is the unlovely picture presented 
by Jonathan Swift of a woman who for 
a number of years governed England as 
absolutely as the virago Elizabeth had 
ruled it. 

Women who reign through their influ- 
ence over men are among the common- 
places of history. But there are few 
instances other than the case of Sarah 
Jennings where one woman, through 
her power over another, has controlled 
the destinies of a nation. z 

To the early and remarkable posses- 
sion which Sarah Jennings asserted over 
the mind and heart of the meek and 
placid Anne, who became Queen of En- 
gland, the rapid promotion and success 
of John, Duke of Marlborough,’ are di- 
rectly traceable. 

Sarah Jennings was the daughter 
a country gentleman and was born 
Holywell, a suburb of St. Albans, 
1660. 

When a child she was introduced 
court by her sister Frances, maid 
honor to the Duchess of York, and be- 
came the playmate of the Princess 
Anne, younger daughter of James II, 
who promptly developed for her that 
wildly worshipful affection which one 
small girl not infrequently exhibits for 
another. 

In 1677 Sarah Jennings married se- 
cretly the handsome Col. John Church- 
ill, who was attached to the Duke of 
York’s household, Sarah meantime hav- 
ing succeeded her sister as maid of 
honor to the Duchess. The young cou- 
ple were very poor. In fact, John 
Churchill’s methods of making a living 
at this period of his history were not 
only precarious but extremely disreputa- 
ble as well. 

But his young wife’s capacity for in- 
spiring friendship in other women 
served them even in this early plight. 
The Duchess of York, whom the fu- 
ture ruler of England took into her con- 
fidence, gave her a large present of 
money and appointed her to a place of 
trust. 

But Sarah Jennings did not intend to 
waste her friendship and devotion on a 
mere Duchess when a royal Princess had 
shown her unmistekable evidences of 
affection. 

She expressed an ardent wish to be- 
come one of the ladies-in-waiting of the 
Princess Anne, and that amiable young 
soul obtained her father’s consent to the 
arrangement. 

Anne desired that her dear friend 
Sarah should treat her as an equal, and 
when separated the two young women 
corresponded under the names chosen by 
the Princess of ‘Mrs. Morley” and ‘‘Mrs. 
Freeman.”’ ‘ 

On the accession of James II John 
Churchill had been created a baron. But 
with. the opportunism which always 
characterized him he deserted His. old 
master when William of Orange landed 
ir. England. And when William and 
Mary were established‘on the throne he 
was rewarded for his treachery by the 
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“Just Say” 
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Earldom of Marlborough and an ap- 
pointment as commander-in-chief of the 
English army in the Netherlands. 

Afterward, however, the Marlboroughs 
fell into disgrace with Queen Mary 
and were dismissed from court. 

Such was the Princess Anne’s devotion 
that she, too, retired, taking sides with 
her friend Sarah against her sister 
Mary. 

When Anne succeeded William, who 
had survived his wife, Sarah Jennings 
became the actual dictator of England. 
The Queen and_ her favorite differed 
widely in politics. Being favorite seems 
to have gone to Sarah Jenring’s head. 
Being Queen undoubtedly raised the 


‘hitherto supine Anne. 


The ult{mate result of the change in 
both women was inevitable. There were 
quarrels—many quarrels. But the bril- 
liant successes of Marlborough com- 
pelled the Queen for a time-at least to 
conceal her estrangement. In 1702 John 
Churchill was created a Duke, and in 
1705, after the battle of Blenheim, the 


royal manors of Woodstock and Woot- 


ton were bestowed upon him and the 
palace of Blenheim built by the nation 
at an enormous cost. 

Meantime, howéver, Abagail Hill, a 
roor relation of Lady Marlborough, had 
succeeded that distinctly domineering 
person in Queen Ann@’s regard. After 
many scenes of violence and recrimina- 
tions, the angry Duchess resigned her 
posts at: court and joined her nusband 


ubroad, where. both- remained until after, 


the death of Anne. 


The Duchess of Marlborough survived’ 


her husband 23 years. She had mar- 
tied John Churchill for love,.and when, 


after his death, the Duke of Somerset 


asked her to marry him, she made the 


famous reply: 

“TI could not permit arf Emperor to 
eucceed in that heart which had been 
devoted to John, Duke of Marlborough!”’

WILL SERVE FOUR YEARS 


Mayor, Comptrofer and Park 
Commissioner to Be Ex- 
Officio Members. 


The first step toward the estabiish- 
ment of an up-to-date city Z00 was 
taken Tuesday when President Gund- 
lach introduced a bill in the City Coun- 
cil for a zoological garden. 

This action follows close upon the 
visit of Ernest Thompson Seton, head of 
the boy scout movement, to St. Louis, 
last week, when he declared a large zo- 
ological] garden to be a requisite to a 
complete educational system. 

The measure was prepared by Cort- 
landt Harris, president of the Bt. Louis’ 
Zoological Society, and one of the most 
active advocates of a fine zoo. It pro- 
vides for the establishment of a. zoolog- 
ical garden, and outlines an arrange- 
ment for the control of the garden after 
it’s establishment by the city. 

Beard te Manage Zoo. 

By the proposed plan, the zoo will be 
managed by a board of nine members, 
including the Mayor, the Comptroller 
and the Park Commissioner, ex-officio, 
and six citizens appointed by the 
Mayor. 

The stability of the board is provided 
by a system of varying tenures for the 
first appointees, their terms ranging 
from one to six years. Thereafter the 
members will sérve four years, one or 
two retiring from office each year. The 
members of the board will serve with- 
out compensation. 

“No appropriation is provided for in 
the measure, but it is specified that the 
Municipal Assembly shall provide for its 
continuance. 

Open E'very Day. 

The proposed institution would be open 
without charge every day from 9 a. m. 
to 6 p. m. by the terms of the bill. 
Among the powers of the board is that 
of accepting the gift or loan of ani- 
mals from tndividuals. 

The bill provides that the board meet 
once a month, report all expenditures 
in detail to the Comptroller once every 
three months, and furnish the Mayor 
with a detailed report once a year.
